Dr. Henry G. Harmon, new pres¬ 
ident of Drake university, heads a 
list of twenty newcomers to the 
Drake faculty and administration. 

Leland S. Forrest, professor of 
law, has been appointed acting 
dean of the law school for the 1941- 
42 year. Dean Martin Tollefson 
has been called to army service 
and is now stationed in the office 
of the chief of staff at Washington, 
D. C. Leon H. Foust, jr., who has 
been practicing law in Columbia 
City, Ind., will take over Dean Tol- 
lefson’s classes. He received his 
jurisprudence doctor’s degree from 
the University of Arizona and at¬ 
tended Harvard Law School. 

In the college of liberal arts, 
Charles E. Bernheisel will teach 
economics for the fall semester. 
He received his master’s degree 
from the University of Iowa. 
David Lynch, assistant professor 
of economics, has been granted a 
leave of absence. 


Two new instructors, Howard 
A. Wilson and Martin Price, have 
been appointed to the English de¬ 
partment. Wilson received his doc¬ 
tor’s degree from the University 
of Wisconsin and Price his mas¬ 
ter’s degree from the University of 
Iowa. Paul Barms, assistant pro¬ 
fessor of English, has been granted 
a year’s leave of absence. 

Ervin I. Hays will be assistant 
professor of accounting for the 
school year. Merrill B. Dilley, pro¬ 
fessor of accounting, has been 
granted a year’s leave of absence 
to teach at Oklahoma A. and M. 
college at Stillwater, Okla. Prof. 
Hays received his master’s degree 
at the University of Illinois. 

C. Leon Lapp is the new assist¬ 
ant professor of marketing in the 
college of commerce and finance, 
succeeding Jean Neal. He received 
his master of arts degree from 
Northwestern university and will 
act as supervisor of the men’s 
dormitory under Dean Gabrielson.

Gives Address 

Dr. Henry G. Harmon will be 
installed as the seventh president 
of Drake university Oct. 17 at 3 
p. m. The ceremony, to be held in 
the University Church of Christ 
and on campus, will be marked by 
academic pageantry and symbol¬ 
ism. 

The inaugural speaker will be 
Nobel prize winner Dr. Arthur H. 
Compton, dean of the Physical Sci¬ 
ences Division of the University 
of Chicago. 

Leading educators representing 
colleges, universities, educational 
foundations and members of 
learned societies throughout the 
country will attend as guests. 

Also in attendance will be stu¬ 
dents and faculty members of the 
university, delegates of the state 
government, local civic organiza¬ 
tions, alumni and friends of Drake 
university. 

Dr. Charles J. Ritchey and Jus¬ 
tice Charles F. Wennerstrum head 
respective committees of faculty 
members and trustees which have 
put months of study into the for¬ 
mation of plans. 

Distinguished member of a dis¬ 
tinguished family, the speaker, Dr. 
Compton, is probably the world’s 
foremost experimentalist in the 
field of radiant energy. He is the 
Charles H. Swift Distinguished 
Service Professor of Physics at 
the University of Chicago. He 
holds degrees from many univer¬ 
sities in this country, has studied 
at both Oxford and Camrbidge and 
has been the recipient of honors 
from the academics of foreign na¬ 
tions. 

Comprising the faculty commit¬ 
tee for the inaugural are Dr. Ritch¬ 
ey, of the college of liberal arts, 
the chairman, Dr. John H. Hutch¬ 
inson, professor of education; Al¬ 
bert DeGroot, professor of Bible; 
Scott Rowley, professor of law; 
William Bledsoe, assistant profes¬ 
sor of economics of the college of 
commerce and finance; Mrs. Gene¬ 
vieve Wheat Baal, professor of 
singing of the college of fine arts, 
and Lee Worrell, assistant pro¬ 
fessor 6f pharmacy. 

Dr. Ritchey and Dr. Hutchinson 
form the faculty central commit¬ 
tee which has met weekly with the 
trustee committee of which Jus¬ 
tice Wennerstrum is chairman.

Drake Mourns Loss of Dr. Frank I. Herriott 


Friends Express 
Their Sorrow 

Dr. Frank I. Herriott, the most 
colorful personality and one of the 
most beloved persons on the Drake 
campus, died Sept. 14. Funeral 
services, conducted by Prof. Her¬ 
bert Martin of the philosophy de-

partment of the University -of 
Iowa, were held Sept. 16. He is 
survived by Mrs. Herriott, their 
three sons, Maxwell of Milwaukee, 
Wis.; Roger of Princeton, N. J., 
and Charles of Washington, N. C.; 
and their two daughters, Roberta 
of New York City and Frances 
Helen of Washington, D. C. 

Up to the last few days, he had 
been in apparent good health; go¬ 
ing about briskly, smiling and jest¬ 
ing. His untiring activity made it 
almost impossible for one to be¬ 
lieve he was 73 years old. His 
death came as a shock to Drake, 
Des Moines, the state and to as 
many corners of the earth as are 
settled by Drake alumni. 

His Years at Drake

A great soul has passed from our 
midst, and we are left stunned and 
lonely. Professor Herriott’s loy¬ 
alty and friendship were so gen¬ 
uine, so vigorous and yet so sim¬ 
ple and straightforward that hun¬ 
dreds of former students, faculty, 
and friends everywhere are saying 
to themselves, “I have lost a great 
friend.” 

Professor Herriott was one of 
that gallant band of young men 
who came to Drake early in this 
century when our university was 
still very young. These men be¬ 
lieved in Drake and in each other. 
In spite of meager equipment and 
small salaries they gave much to 
the cultural life of Des Moines 
and sent strong capable young 
men and women out into every 
walk of life. 

No one of these young men was 
better prepared for his task than 
Professor Herriott. Besides his 
academic training at Grinnell and 
Johns Hopkins, he brought to 
Drake six years of experience out 
of the rough and tumble world of 
politics. 

Dynamic Teacher 

From the first he was an origi¬ 
nal, dynamic teacher. Students 
crowded into the classroom of this 
immaculate, winsome professor 


with the penetrating eyes and the 
Yan Dyke beard. He paced the 
floor, twisted the cord on the cur¬ 
tains, waved his arms, pointed ac¬ 
cusing fingers at us, used pictur¬ 
esque language and all but called 
us names. We shivered, but we 
loved it. After one of those mental 
storms, some of us would limp out 
of the classroom like tired ath¬ 
letes. His mental gymnastics were 
almost too much for our simple, 
unsophisticated minds. And so it 
has gone through the years; no 
student was quite ready for his 
degree unless he had had a course 
with this forceful, energetic pro¬ 
fessor. 

Scholar 

Professor Herriott was a scholar 
of the old school. He was well 
versed in the classics from which 
he loved to quote. He was no 
mean student of the Bible; at times 
when there were clashes and feel¬ 
ings ran high, with a twinkle in 
his eye, he would recall some verse 
of scripture for the edification, or 
perhaps the discomfort, of the 
“saints.” With a humorous re¬ 
mark he often saved the day. 

For over forty years the Her¬ 
riott home has been open to noisy 
youngsters, sedate oldsters, happy 
friends, and depressed folks seek¬ 
ing strength and courage. Scores 
have gone away warmed and 
strengthened by the sympathy of 
that friendly household. 

Interests Broad 

And during all these years Pro¬ 
fessor Herriott dug deep into the 
life of Des Moines and Iowa. He 
always took a keen interest in lo¬ 
cal government and politics and 
their effect upon the economic and 
social life of the ordinary people. 
At the same time he never lost his 
zest for watching and analyzing 
the conduct of the “nations going 
stark crazy.” 

His interests were broad. He 
wrote in several fields and his find¬ 
ings have carried his name into 
our larger universities and brought 
him the respect of those in high 
places. Perhaps his most unique 
and original work has been his 
study of the German influence 
upon our country around the 
1860’s. He has done much to make 
us conscious of our debt to those 
liberal Germans who fled their 
autocratic states and came to 
America just in time to help place 
Lincoln in the president’s chair 
and save our union. 

Love of Children 

With his desire for justice and 
fair play, as well as his love of 
children, it seems perfectly natural 
that Professor Herriott should 
have been a tower of strength in 
the development of the Iowa Chil¬ 
dren’s Home. (Here is where we 
might “carry on” in his honor.) 

To Professor Herriott the Drake 
chapter of Phi Beta Kappa owes 
its inception. He waged a valiant 
campaign to obtain the charter 
and has watched over the chapter 
with loving care ever since 1923. 
His ideals were high. He hoped 
that -the best traditions of this 
honor society should prevail on 
the Drake campus and that the 
wearer of the key should be a 
credit to his alma mater and his 
country. 

It would take pages to write 
even a brief sketch of Professor 
Herriott’s abundant life and what 


he has meant to his friends. Scores 
of letters have poured in upon the 
Herriott family deploring his de¬ 
parture and expressing their ad¬ 
miration for this “good Samari¬ 
tan,” for “my ideal teacher,” for 
this “keenest mind I ever knew,” 
and this “most stimulating friend¬ 
ship of my life.” One writes, “He 
was my inspiration when I went 
to Harvard”; others: “He was a 
professor who made you feel that 
he had faith in you so,that you 
could do something worth while”; 
“his was the most vital personal¬ 
ity of anyone I’ve ever known”; 
“the most fearless man I’ve ever 
met”; “the symbol for us of liber¬ 
alism, courage, integrity, and alert 
intelligence”; “the one who stood 
for justice and fair play”; “my 
ideal of a scholar and a gentle¬ 
man.” “I don’t know what we 
will do without him in the Fron¬ 
tier Club.” And so these letters 
try to express the feelings that are 
in our hearts and minds today. 

Remarkable Memory 

Professor Herriott loved people. 
He had a remarkable memory. No 
one today knows the life and his¬ 
tory of our University apd its 
alumni as did he. He gloried in 
the successes of Drake men and 
women and enjoyed collecting 
data concerning anything or any¬ 
body connected with the Univer¬ 
sity. His going is an irretrievable 
loss. Some of us who must at¬ 
tempt to take up the tasks he laid 
down feel humble and ill-prepared; 
but we must carry on. We mourn 
our loss, but we cannot be other¬ 
wise than glad that so vital a per¬ 
sonality could go while life was 
still rich and interesting to him. 


Following are some of the expres¬ 
sions received from other friends 
and associates of Dr. Herriott: 

DR. HERBERT MARTIN, professor 
of philosophy, University of 
Iowa s 

Our human world has been greatly 
enriched through the life work of Pro¬ 
fessor Herriott. Those of his colleagues 
and other friends who shared his confi¬ 
dence more intimately, now in calm 
review , cannot but assess him as a man 
of unusual qualities and dimension s and 
of rare devotion to the promotion of 
the public good, whether political, civic 
and social, or in academic areas* Pro 
bono publico is a fitting inscription for 
my memory monument to him. He 
thought and wrought objectively. His 
korizon outranged self and the imme¬ 
diate. He built his life into the uni¬ 
versity constituency and community * So 
much is this so that, for us elders, it is 
difficult to think of Drake without think¬ 
ing of Dr. Herriott. And too , his was an 
altogether white soul. 

DR. HENRY G. HARMON, presi¬ 
dent : 

In the loss of Professor Herriott, 
Drake University lost one of its most 
stimulating personalities. His devo¬ 
tion to scholarship and his interest 
in the students had m/tde him one of 
Drake's great assets. The toss to the 
city of Des Moines and the university 
is very genuine. 

JUSTICE CHARLES F. WENNER- 
STRUM, trustee: 

Doctor Herriott was a student of cur¬ 
rent problems; a citizen whose contri¬ 
butions to his city and state showed 
that he prized his citizenship and all 
that it represented. He was a stimu¬ 
lating instructor; a oerson whose friend¬ 
ship was prized. The life he lived dem¬ 
onstrated the impressive manner in 
which he vitalized these qualities. 

He was an alumnus of Grinnell Col¬ 
lege and though loyal to his Alma 
Mater , he loved Drake University in 
whose growth and development he was 
vitally interested. His influence will 
long continue. That is the most fitting 
tribute one can pay. 


DR. EDWARD P. ALEXANDER, 
director, Wisconsin Historical 
Society: 

I suspect that no better example of 
an educator can be found anywhere 
than good old Dr. Harriott , whether 
burrowing through newspapers in the 
State Library , walking absent-mindedly 
along University Avenue with his fa* 
mows “green bag” or teaching young¬ 
sters about life in his humorous and 
exciting way. 

DR. I. F. NEFF, head of the mathe- 
matie s d epartm en t: 

Professor Herriott was a man of 
high ideals and sterling character. 
He was a good citizen and a staunch 
supporter of alt efforts looking to¬ 
ward civic improvement and commu¬ 
nity betterment. He was a good 
neighbor and a loyal friend. 

In his years of active service on 
this campus, he proved himself a 
faithful and conscientious teacher , 
He was a willing and enthusiastic co- 
worker and he left a deep impress 
upon the lives of those with whom 
he came in contact. 

His genial friendliness, his kindly 
helpfulness and his sympathetic un¬ 
derstanding will long he held in 
grateful memory. 

SHERMAN KIRK, professor of 
Greek language and literature: 

It is a very difficult task to appraise 
the value of Dr. Frank J. Herrbtt to 
the University and the comm unity. His 
life and work, like a many-faceted dia¬ 
mond. reflected the light from many 
sources. 

A procession of students today re¬ 
member in gratitude that they' had the 
privilege of taking hh courses , He was 
concise, clear and simple in his use oi 
language, unique in his phraseology and 
illustrations and keen in his analyses. 
He had a sense of humor which made 
his work as a teacher r always interesting , 
In conducting his classes he encouraged 
his students to express their oren views 
fully and freely and he drew from them 
the very best thought they had in the 
discussion of the topic under considera¬ 
tion—which is the work of a real 
teacher . 

As a counselor for students and for 
the members of the faculty he iwas wise 
and forthright. If one desired counsel 
he was able to give it. If one sought 
help in lime of trouble he never jailed 
to come to one's aid. As a friend , he 
wont to stick “closer than a broth¬ 
er Those of us fortunate enough to 
be included in the wide circle of his 
friends will cherish that friendship 
above rubies. 

The example of his wholesome aui- 
tude toward life * his interest in the 
w el fare of others, and his influence on 
things of social and academic impor¬ 
tance, his courage T devotion to duty and 
unselfishness, his determination and pa¬ 
tience under trying circumstances—-rill 
of these will remain with us while life 
shall last and will continue to mold the 
future of Drake University. 

EMMA J. SCOTT, registrar: 

In the death of Dr. Herriott, Drake 
University has lost one of her most 
vivid energeric famlty mem hers. H is 
interest in the students was not 
bounded by the classroom. Alumni, 
returning to the campus, sough t him 
out and he was always asked about 
in any alumni meeting in other cities. 
He was keenly interested in the suc¬ 
cess of Drake students and perhaps 
has done more than any other person 
to record and compile for Drake 
the achievements of her alumni. 

DEAN LUTHER W. STALNAKER 
of the college of liberal arts: 

Ever since my student days Dr. Her¬ 
riott has held for me an undiminished 
place of profound respect, high admira¬ 
tion, and genuine affection. I have 
known no man with deeper sincerity in 
his convictions, with greater staunch¬ 
ness in his loyalty, or more readiness 
to befriend anyone in need. So unique 
was his personality that his place among 
us can never be filled. 

DR. CHARLES J. RITCHEY, head 
of the history department: 

There are those who canpot be for¬ 
gotten. In stress and in leisure, in 
presence and in absence they become 
and remain n part of our being. Pro¬ 
fessor Harriott remains a part of alt 
those who are a part of Drake Univer¬ 
sity. His life has taught us that to huve 
achieved is good, but to be remembered 
is better. 
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A. D. VEATCH, professor of Sem¬ 
itic language and literature: 

Prof. F . J. Herriott was a learned and 
cultured gentleman , and a tireless toil 
er. His researches were comprehensive 
and thorough . He was positive in his 
thinking. He was the essence of hon¬ 
esty and honor . His mind was so filled 
with the useful and good that nothing 
low fell from his lips. 

He knew no guile. He hated hypo¬ 
crites. But his mercy for the just tri¬ 
umphed over his wrath for the unjust. 
The feet of those in trouble trod his 
threshold not in vain; and they were 
many. 

Blessed are the merciful: for they shall 
obtain mercy. 

Blessed are the pure in heart: for they 
shall see God. 

FRANK H. MACKAMAN, Law ’10: 

No greater tribute can be paid cm 
intellect than to say that regardless 
of eoTiseqtiences, it accepts the con- 
elusion its logic indicates. The stu¬ 
dents and friends of Professor Her¬ 
riott know that he was without 
equivocation always intellectually 
honest. 

He was inherently social. Once 
when questioned as to his conception 
of Christ, he replied , 14 He was the 
perfect gentleman” With his ex¬ 
acting, comprehensive deflation of 
the ter?n he could have paid no high¬ 
er tribute even to a diety. Probably 
nothing contributed more to the 
greatness of Professor Herriott than 
his profound conception of, and ad¬ 
miration for, the attributes of a per¬ 
fect gentleman. 

Three of our children as well as 
their father and mother have been 
privileged to sit in Professor Fler- 
riott’s classes. We pay tribute to 
the gentleman, our great teacher and 
valued friend. 

I OLA B. QUIGLEY of the Des

fine scholarship, his wit and tolerance

Herriott at the Prairie Club covers 
a period of almost thirty years. Our 
discussions in the Club covered al¬ 
most the entire range of humant 
knowledge, with emphasis on soci- 
ology, economics, politics, and relig¬ 
ion — highly controversial subjects . 
Professor Herriott never dodged am 
issue, never attempted to conceal his 
views. But no member and no guest 
ever took offense at Ms statements. 

He was so free from guile, so gen¬ 
uinely wholesome in character, so 
tolerant by nature, and possessed of 
suck a real sense of humor that he 
beloved by all—by those who 
agreed with him and by those who 
disagreed with what he had to say. 
He was the highest tape of rugged 
individualist. We shall not soon look 
upon his like again.

Around the Campus 


The law school includes a com¬ 
plete day and evening division fol¬ 
lowing the taking over of the Des 
Moines college of law, whose 
equipment has been moved to the 
Drake campus. 

In the interest of friendship 
with South America, Drake uni¬ 
versity has sent 40 books to the 
“Institute Chileno-Norteamericano 
de Cultura” in Santiago, Chile. 
The hooks were the gifts of Drake 
university professors and of the 
Women of the Moose in Iowa City. 

An advisory board of two Drake 
professors, Jean P. LeCoq and 
Charles J. Ritchey, and Forrest 
Spaulding, Des Moines city libra¬ 
rian, directed the choice of books. 

Drake university this fall is of¬ 
fering a full schedule of 50 eve¬ 
ning and Saturday courses, includ¬ 
ing a complete night law school 
and civilian pilot training instruc¬ 
tion. 

Extensive improvements have 
been made on the Drake univer¬ 
sity campus and campus buildings 
during the summer months and 
early fall. Painting and redecorat¬ 
ing has been general. New steps 
have been built, cement walks re¬ 
paired, and trees and shrubbery 
pruned. All the walks have been 
trimmed. The auditorium and fine 
arts buildings have been re-roofed, 
the auditorium re-decorated and 10 
new pianos purchased for the fine 
arts practice rooms. 

A new aviation laboratory 
equipped with an airplane, sev¬ 
eral engines, an air compressor, 
welding equipment and parachute 
was added to the university plant 
this fall. The building, a two- 
story brick structure at 2315 Uni¬ 
versity ave., has been leased by 
Drake. It contains two classrooms, 
a large laboratory, an office, men’s 
lounge and supply room. 

Drake university recently estab¬ 
lished a number of scholarships 
for junior college graduates in the 
upper ten per cent of their classes. 
These provide one-half tuition for 
the first year at Drake. Graduates 
of other years who have not en¬ 
rolled in other colleges are also 
eligible.

My dear Mr. Page: 

Your advice and suggestions are sought concerning the 
way in which controversial issues may be fruitfully explored 
in a public meeting. 

We are told that last spring at Dr. Trotter’s Methodist 
Church, in Huntington Park, you presented the integral paci¬ 
fist position, and that two other speakers presenbedjthg.aimed 
isolationist (better called non-interventionist 
on the same program. It is reported that this was a very 
satisfying evening. Will you tell us what you believe were 
the elements of success in this venture, and help us to apply 
them in our own community? 

We have not heard who the Chairman or other speakers were. 
What special qualities should be possessed by a chairman for 
such a meeting? Is it important that he be one who is not 
publicly identified with advocacy of any of the three posi¬ 
tions taken by the speakers? 

Can you suggest individual speakers who present their 
viewpoints adequately, and with conviction, yet who are cap¬ 
able of good-humored behavior on the platform with equally 
convinced representatives of other views? 

What formulation of the subject would you suggest? 

Although I am not a member of the committee now respon¬ 
sible for the .Can Pedro Y.U.C.A, forum, I was a member of the 
committee which founded the group about 1928. hr. Lyman Dry- 
son led it during its first year, then Dr. William P. Adams 
for several years. During his leadership Dr. Adams sometimes 
brought several men with him, who participated in a panel. 

In retrospect it seems to me that the issues were not as 
sharply drawn, nor the public so intensely divided as now, 

Mince Dr. Adams T death, the forum committee has presented 
a number of different solo speakers of their own selection. 

for several years attendance has averaged around 250, 
with a jump to 1000 for a special annual event held in a 
larger hall. This year’s schedule has been partially developed 
as follows: 

October 7 Dr. Lari Cranston, "Porces at Work in the World 
Today that Might Help toward a lust Peace." 
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October 14 Dr. Mendenhall, "Philosophy for People Living 
in the Present," 

November Dr, Steiner, Relations of the United States with 
the Orient. 

I'he committee will soon be called together by its chairman, 
my cousin, Mrs. A.¥. Warnock, to complete plans for the 
series. 


‘i'he techniques of panel discussion practiced under your 
chairmanship at the Whittier Institute this summer so impressed 
me that I proposed to hers, Warnock that the forum committee 
consider a panel on American foreign policy and the relation¬ 
ship of the United States to the European war, conducted 
somewhat as you conducted the Whittier panels. I liked so 
much your reference outlines on the blackboard, also your 
advice to the audience to ask themselves " Of all the ques¬ 
tions which I could ask, is this the one I want to asB^, and 
"Is this the one of most general interest?". 

I also proposed to Mrs. Warnock that the forum commit¬ 
tee initiate an experiment which I will call SEARCH POE COM¬ 
MON GROUNDS, Both she and I thought it wise to consult you 
as to whether good results might be expected from such an 
experiment, and, if you think so, to ask your kindness in 
suggesting how to set the stage for success. 

Let the chairman ( perhaps called Moderator or Mediator ) 
announce early in the meeting that after each of the three 
speakers has presented his views, there will be a period when 
all will play the game of trying to find valid (not sentimen¬ 
tal) common ground between the three points of view. During 
this period all contributions, whether from audience, speakers 
or chairman, whether opinions, facts or questions, must be 
offered in the direction of and in the spirit of, searching 
for common ground. 

‘this modification of the usual question period is planned 
with the aim of: 

1 . Directing attention away from destructive and unrewarding 
controversy of all types, toward the kind of creative thought 
that will make it possible for advocates of all three views 
to advance toward new positions, not yet envisioned by them, 
positions which may be acceptable to all. 

2 . Making the final period of a meeting an integrating and 
synthesizing experience for those who attend. While the 
usual question period exhilarates some people, it gives others 
a feeling of confusing scatter, or of futility, pointing toward 
no worthwhile action. 

l look upon the proposed method as a.n experience in 
something resembling the technique of mediation. Bince vie 
hold such high hopes for mediation in international and in 
labor troubles, if people can only be brought to consent to 
its use, it seems desirable that people generally have oppor¬ 
tunities to get the "feel" of mediation, and to learn to dis- 





tinguish it from arbitration, argument, debate, and ordinary 
discussion, with which procedures they now have more frequent 
first-hand contacts. 


When considering the advisability of presenting contro¬ 
versial subjects in public meetings, where the audience is 
composed of people not already homogeneously one-sided, exper¬ 
ience has taught the people responsible to fear that too much 
heat, not enough light, will be generated, They are afraid, 

I suppose^that people may insult one another, that at best 
they may not learn anything from each other, at worst they 
may go but bent upon destructive opposition to the people or 
views which have aroused their anger. 

If such a situation seems to be arising in a meeting ex¬ 
perimenting with the search for common ground, I propose a 
few minutes of complete silence, time out,so to speak. 

It may be that confronted with a new technique of public 
discussion, people may not think of anything to say, and may 
grow bored or uncomfortable. To avoid this, speakers should 
be told at the time they are invited to speak, that the search 
for common ground is part of the plan. Then they will come 
prepared with something to offer in case the audience does 
not respond promptly. 

At the Whittier Institute I noticed that while faculty 
members took part in panels on the policy and responsibility 
of the United .States toward the far fast, on "After the War - 
What?", on Latin America and the United States, and on post-war 
problems, the final panel conducted by the young people of 
high school and college age, was the only one which directly 
approached the question of .merican foreign policy toward 
Lurope, and it did so very briefly. Lo doubt this was arranged 
intentionally and for good reasons. But it left mo wonder in g 
whether the people who planned the Institute sessions think 
it is preferable to avoid this subject entirely, or to approach 
it only indirectly in public groups at the present time, 

Lrobably the deeper issues should be uncovered only under 
circumstances such that we who- must meet problems can gain 
insight to meet thorn well, uy concern is to find a method 
of public discussion which will create increasing ability 
on the part of those who disagree on fiercely debated questions 
to stress their agreement in areas related to these questions, 
and to share a joint quest for truth. It seems to me that 
the development of these a.bilities is in part dependent upon 
making conscious the desire to exercise'them.

Dear Kirby, 


§orry to bother you so soon again but this matter wasn't so 
urgent when I wrote about the Bates method nor did I then stop to think 
you might have some available information. 

Forgive me too if I plunge into the thick of things. My dad 
is confined at the present time to a snaitarium in Wisconsin witlr.>what 
is b 3± loosely called a "nervous breakdown". In the report to the insurance 
compahy in our claim for total disability , the doctors speaks of "post 
traumatic personality change". The hospital insurance which has paid for 
dad's care for three months expires October 10.. So does the waiting period 
on the insurance. So soon (all are agreed) we must find a new place as 
dad needs a change in scenery. 

Because of numerous complications to the picture in Edition 
to the mental condition is it unlikely that dad can re-enter the law business. 
For that reason and others it is impossible for him to come home yet. He 
wouldn't just sit at home and if he went down town and visited lawyer friends, 
etc., the insurance would not only be cancelled in all likelihood but there 
is the probability of prosecution for matters connected with his former law 
business. 


Bo for 2 or 3 or 6 or 12 months dad must be out of the state. 
Probably in the country, probably at some sort of religious community, 
possibly at a specific "religious community" such as this Graymoor abbey 
in New York (whence a letter goeth today). He must learn new interests, 
a new trade, a new life really. Naturally we hope that the family may 
be reunited but it just isn't possible now. 


So in brief do you know any place, Catholic Quaker Anabaptist 
or other, that might meet his needs. He won't need confinement (unless he 
gets much worse) but he does need supervision and direction, and a community 
would probably be better for him than a single family somewhere. I've 
considered the colony I was at this Spring and that is a possibility, but 
the fact that they're German and speak the German so constantly in the colony 
makes it questionable in my own mind whether that would work. 

It seemed to me that in your travels and reading you might have 
run across a place or places that would fit the bill as I so sketchily present 
it. If that's true I'd greatly appreciate knowing. In your reply too you 
might give me an address that would catch j/-ou in perhaps a week's time from 
the date of your reply. 


I won't go at length into my hopes that Communities just such as 
are springing up among pacifist-minded folk in this country and abroad may 
take up a Concern for the mentally-ill as well as for (I hope) those whose 
"criminal" conduct has put them beyond the pale. 


Will mention briefly that your news about how the Bates method 
helps you is tremendously interesting and I'd appreciate some more details 
such as whether far or near-sightedness was bothering, whether astigmatism 


was present, 
your "score" 


and if you know if 
for unaided vision on 


the prescription for your last glasses and/or 
aSnellen test card.

Dear ^Doctor 



My long-time friend, John M. Moore,-in his 
biography, "The Trail of Truth," quotes from a book by T. R. 
Glover about the first-century Christians, "They were per¬ 
fectly fearless, absurdly happy and always in trouble." 

For me that oonfirms your analysis of last 
evening, along with the evidenoe furnished by the whole life 
of Kagawa particularly. It was a priceless privilege to have 
the mountain-top experience of the last two days, with the 
oiunax of last evening. You doubtless realize that you were 
directing helpfully the lives of most, if not all, of your 
hearers in a manner so fundamental that they will be different 
people from now on. In my case the prescription furnished a 
Christian optimism which frequently suffers under present 
tragio conditions in Detroit. I am glad the little Negress 
asked you that question and that I heard your answer. There 
alone is salvation for Chris\tian people during the ooming 
deoade. 


It may interest you to know that my notes 
last night were made on the same slip of paper which I used 
last year in making notes of your previous address on the war 
and what to do about it at that time. I keep this informa¬ 
tion handy for ready reference, especially when questions 
come up from a large variety of audienoes. Now I have the 
final and hopeful completion of the analysis. 

HVhat amazes me is your spiritual and other 
resources which enable you to rise aboire the demon of fatigue. 
Not only in the subject matter with which you are dealing, 
plus the job of eight sessions in two days in which you are 
the outstanding leader, you seem not to avoid the scores of 
personal oontaots which in my case are an additional drain on 
mind and endurance. Next to the sin that so easily besets us, 
my greatest enemy is fatigue, but you seem to keep going with- 
--v out external evidence of that affliction— reminding me of 
^ jEleanor Roosevelt and several others, including E, Stanley Jones. 

It also is a privilege to' know how greatly 
you are supported and helped by Mrs. Page. She might be 
designated "anonymous", though perhaps others have had the 
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pleasure of meeting her, as I have not. What a marvelous piece 
of teamwork you and she present. 

Now to the bit of humor whioh I wanted to send 
you.

First, in answer to a number of questions, we desire to outline the procedure now 
being used in relation to the Methodist C, Oi’s. 

The undersigned committee is working in clpse cooperation with Dr, Charles F, Boss, 
August a check for $324*20 was sent to Dr<i Boss from our Conference Treasur— 
er» Tnis paid to .September 1st the total bill of all the Methodist boys in the San 
Dimas camp at that time* It also paid the bill of one boy who is not a member of 
church, w* 10 has come wider the influence of our Area youth work. A check 
for $365,00 has been sent to Dr. Boss this week. This will pay the total Methodist 
bill until October 1st. 

Up to the first of this month we had subscriptions amounting to $142.75 a month. 
Twenty-six ministers and subscribers which makes only 5 % of our Conference members. 
Eighty-five laymen are subscribers which makes about l/lOth of 1 % of our active 
church members. Four churches have sent in special offerings. Sovor&l gifts have 
been sent in without pledges* 

Enclosed is a Special News Bulletin which speaks for itself. Wo call your attention 
to Page 60 of the 1941 Journal. According to the resolution passed in July, every 
church in our Conference is urged "to make provisions whoreby our members may have 
adequate information regarding the needs of these C.O.s and..an adequate opportunity 
to contribute to a Fellowship Fund being used in their support and payable through 
our Conference Treasurer* 

Some churches are anxious to support their own members now in the camp. We are 
recommending that the funds for the support of individual C.O.s bo sent to our 
Conference Treasurer with a notation that the money is meant for the support of the 
particular individual named. A record of this will bo kept by Dr, Soittor but tho 
money itself will bo sent through regular channels. 

Brigadier General Lewis B. Hershey, Director of the Draft, recently stated: "Man 
for man, and camp for canrp, the CPS camps are doing two to three times as much work 
as the CCC camps which occupied the same barracks and did tho same work." General 
Hershey also thinks the churches will bo making a mistake in trying to force the 
Government to take over the financing of C.O.s for that would result probably in 
tho camps being taken out of church control and put into the hands of Government 
agencies. 

We urge those who are back in their pledges to pay promptly and wo also urge all 
those concerned about the church’s responsibility towards those young men to 
challenge others to pledge. Tear out the pledge form on tho back of tho enclosed 
News Bulletin and mail it to Dr, Soittor. Mail your check to J. Wesley Hole, 
Conference Treasurer.

My dear Kirby; 

I have received word from Raymond Booth, the Pacific 
Coast representative of the American Friends Service Committee, 
that Kirby, Jr* is in the San Dimas Civilian Public Service 
Camp. While I have never had the privilege of meeting the lad, 
let me say that is exactly where I would expect him to be know¬ 
ing his dad and his mother as I do* Thus the testimony against 
war and on behalf of peace goes down to the second generation in 
the Page family. 

I want to raise with you a question of denominational 
relationship. Raymond Booth writes me that Kirby, Jr. is recorded 
as denominationally unaffiliated. He gives me this Information 
because we are attempting to clear the channels so that we may know 
the number of Disciples we have in each of the camps now in opera¬ 
tion. While the American Friends Service Committee, the Brethren 
Service Committee and the Mennonite Central Committee are taking 
full responsibility for the organization, operation and financing 
of the camps, it is only fair that each religious body assume re¬ 
sponsibility for its own men who are assigned to these camps* In 
our case the problem is complicated by the fact that various termin¬ 
ology is used by our churches* For instance, a young man who claimed 
to be a member of "The Church of Christ" may be either a Disciple 
or a member of one of our conservative, antirorgan churches. Like¬ 
wise, the term "Christian" may refer either to our diurches or to 
a church of the Congregational Christian order. At any rate, we are 
attempting to clear all these relationships. We have an under¬ 
standing with the agencies operating camps that all moneys paid in 
by Disciples will be credited to our account. That is to say, a 
bookkeeping record is being kept by the operating agencies on all 
men listed as Disciples of Christ. Likewise, credit is being made 
for all contributions received from members of our churches and our 
churches* In order to give this office the complete record, such

contributions are being routed through us and sent on to the 
camp operating agencies* 

That leads me to raise the question as to whether Kirby, 

Jr. desires to be listed as a Disciple. If he does. It would be 
helpful to us If funds contributed to his support could be cleared, 
through this office since In the final accounting we are anxious to 
make as good a record for our brotherhood as possible. Knowing 
you as I do, I know that you will have no hesitancy In telling me 
exactly what your wishes are In the matter just as I have felt free 
to write you about the situation. 

These are disquieting times. I am deeply concerned for 
the future of civil liberties in this country. I think I see an 
increasing encroachment on the part of government upon those spheres 
of action which heretofore have been left to the Individual. I am 
wondering If the time has not come for men and women who believe 
In civil liberties to hold a national conference for the purpose 
of taking stock of the situation and devising means for the protec¬ 
tion of the liberties that are ours against further encroachment on 
the part of government.

them fully conscious of the responsibility which they were 
assuming in opposing plans to relieve starvation, had so 
far lost all sense of reality and balance and proportion 
that they apparently believed the issue of the war would 
be seriously affected by the dispatch of oatmeal and 
bananas to hungry French children. 

Watching the Iron Age come closer to America as 
propaganda for war, cautious and camouflaged at first, 
became more strident and insistent, I could understand 
better the rise to power of Hitler. So many Americans 
who did not in the least believe that Kansas and Nebraska 
had to be defended in Dakar and Singapore or that fight¬ 
ing would be conducive to their “souls’ repose,” to cite 
the more poetic interventionist argument, became silent 


or passively accepted the idea that war had been made in¬ 
evitable. It was the attitude all over again of many non- 
nazi Germans in the last stages of Hitler’s campaign 
against the Weimar republic. Fear of economic reprisals, 
of social ostracism, of being called an appeaser, a defeatist, 
a fifth columnist or some other bad name was causing 
many people to hide their honest convictions. To me, a 
long-term resident of dictatorially and semi-dictatorially 
governed countries, it was a familiar and an unpleasant 
psychological pattern.

Practicing the Presence of God

A T LAST Protestantism is beginning to see the need of 
a spiritual gymnasium. This new awareness is 

^ the result of two important factors. One is the 
impotence of the church to prevent world cataclysm and 
the other is our belated recognition of the distinction be¬ 
tween worship and spiritual exercise. 

Obviously, something is wrong with the character tech¬ 
niques of the church. For nineteen hundred years it has 
exhorted men to be good, to model their lives after a 
lofty personal and social standard of Christian ethics. 
Here and there certain gifted persons have become links 
in the-golden chain of sainthood that stretches across the 
centuries from Stephen to Grenfell. Unable to achieve 
this high degree of personal perfection, multitudes of 
people are nevertheless influenced by the Christian ideal. 

New Factors at Work 

Unfortunately, this character bent has not been broad 
and deep enough to guide the world toward cooperation, 
security and peace. After nineteen centuries of ecclesias¬ 
tical activity men are still unable to integrate their lives 
around the mind of Chirst. Such integration on the part 
of the Christian generations would long since have re¬ 
sulted in the City of Goodness where the supernal will 
of God is given free expression. Today we are about to 
be destroyed physically and culturally because we lack the 
spiritual sensitiveness and strength to see and work for 
the City of God. Our spiritual capacities are unexercised 
and undeveloped. Death is stalking for us on the corner. 
Can we beat him to the gymnasium where recovery may 
occur ? 

The other factor in our new awareness of need has re¬ 
sulted from our discoveries and experiments with worship. 
Twenty years ago we began to consider the nature and 
psychology of divine worship. Such men as Dean Sperry, 
Dr, Von Ogden Vogt and Professor James B. Pratt 
pointed out the objective quality of worship. They as¬ 
sured us that both in history and in contemporary experi¬ 
ence the best worship had a primary objective reference. 


The true worshiper did not say, “I will go to church to 
improve my personality and strengthen my character,” 
He said, “I will go to church to glorify God and enjoy 
him forever.” Later experimentation confirmed the or¬ 
iginal observation of these liturgical scholars. The best 
worship today is ordered upon an objective basis. Indeed, 
it may be defined as the adoration of God, the contempla¬ 
tion of his imperative will and the dedication of self to 
cooperative activity with him. 

Spiritual Exercise 

Many devotional practices and services do not come 
within this category. These are the practices with a sub¬ 
jective reference that try to bend personality into the 
Christian pattern: theme services that try to strengthen 
character around such goals as loyalty and courage; 
evangelistic services that seek a paroxysm of the soul and 
a rerouting of its energies; simple meditation, Bible read¬ 
ing and prayer around personal goals of Christian living. 
Emphasis is upon self rather than God. Activity may be 
described as exercise rather than adoration, which is more 
akin to aesthetic experience. Such devotional practice 
may be distinguished from worship by the term spiritual 
exercise. 

Today we are beginning to see that such spiritual ex¬ 
ercise in an appropriate gymnasium is just as necessary for 
the development of Christian personality as is physical 
exercise in the local “Y” for larger biceps and bigger chest 
expansion. 

If you choose, this may be considered in aesthetic rather 
than in spiritual terms. Worship is comparable to the 
aesthetic experience, while spiritual exercise is like the 
creative experience. You may go to the gallery to admire 
the artist and to enjoy the picture. This is the experience 
of beauty. It may stimulate you to creative effort, but 
it does not make you an artist. If you want to become an 
artist you will have to exercise in the atelier with the hope 
of developing increasing skill in your pattern forms of ex¬ 
pression. In like manner you go to church to glorify God 
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and enjoy him forever. You may even be moved to 
dedicate yourself to cooperative activity with him. But 
it is only when you exercise in the spiritual gymnasium 
that you begin to secure some Christian integration of 
your life. 

A Hope, Not a Reality 

After all, the Ninetieth Psalm expresses a hope rather 
than a reality. “Lord, thou hast been our dwelling place 
in all generations .’ 3 Few of us have such a personality 
bent that we may say that in God we really live and move 
and have our being. This is because we do not bend the 
personality in the divine direction through spiritual ex¬ 
ercise that can transmute this profound hope into satisfy¬ 
ing reality. Only when we live in God will our pattern 
forms of personality become Christian. Only then can 
we hope for significant social progress. 

We must seek an expansion or a dilation of spiritual 
consciousness that will make possible such life with God. 
This dilation is achieved through empathy, which is at 
the basis of all spiritual exercise. 

Empathy is the word for an important transaction 
between two personalities. Rollo May describes its use 
in personal counseling as the attempt of the counselor to 
think and feel his way into another personality, so that 
he may not only understand it but also share its pain and 
joy and need. This process of penetration is at the basis 
of personality change. Both counselor and counselee are 
affected. 

This gives us insight into the true nature of spiritual 
exercise. The worshiper dilates his consciousness until 
he knows more of the hope and will, the pain and joy of 
God than he did yesterday. Tomorrow he will secure 
greater expansion. Day after day as his own consciousness 
is fixed upon God his whole personality bends in the di¬ 
vine direction. The ragged ends of his life are tied around 
the mind of Christ. Persistent instinctive expression that 
is selfish, such as anger, is brought more and more to serve 
the dominant purposes of him whose dwelling place is the 
Lord. Spiritual rebirth occurs and Christian maturity is 
achieved. 

How Is Spiritual Enlargement Gained? 

What are the instruments of this empathetic process? 
How is the dilation of spiritual consciousness achieved? 
What goes on in the spiritual gymnasium? How is the 
personality changed through proper exercise? To ask these 
questions is to begin the search for an adequate example. 
Such a search leads directly to Jesus who learned the 
reality of the Ninetieth Psalm through the techniques of 
empathy. So complete was his sharing of God’s life and 
the bent of his personality toward God’s will that the 
evangelist reported him as saying, “I and the Father are 
one.” How did Jesus do this ? 

One method he used was that of the retreat. Sometimes 
these retreats were made alone and sometimes in com¬ 
pany with others. Several characteristics distinguish these 
retreats of Jesus, such as flight from the pressing human 
situation into the out-of-doors, prolonged concentration 
upon the problem at hand, the bent of his whole being 
toward God’s immediate will, and then the quick, joyous 


return to social activity for the concrete expression and 
accomplishment of the divine will. 

This suggests a method of spiritual exercise for us. 
Protestants are already using the word “retreat” for a 
multitude of varied activities. Not all of these meetings 
are retreats. The ecclesiastical superior who summons his 
clergy to a retreat and then uses the occasion for essay 
reading by various brethren with discussion following and 
plenty of district or conference business to boot, has missed 
entirely the retreat experience. Undoubtedly these meet¬ 
ings are salutary, but let us not call them retreats. 

The setting for a retreat is very important. Going prim¬ 
itive is always a mistake because one is then body-con¬ 
scious. This frustrates prayer and empathy. One must be 
physically comfortable to the point where one is no longer 
aware of minor body needs. 

True Religious Retreats 

A cottage or a church in a beautiful natural setting 
away from the city’s noise is best. Some day we will 
build Protestant retreat houses in such places. If the 
official mind is too occupied with important ecclesiastical 
business to initiate such houses, lay orders. within the 
church may do so. These houses will be built where men 
can hear the cascade of a waterfall, the wash of waves 
against the long arc of the beach, the soughing of wind 
in the pine tops. Flaming skies,v sweeping horizons, moon- 
drenched earth and the dark silhouettes of poplar and 
pine will comfort the eye. These natural stimuli have the 
power to encourage the right train of associations and 
assist in the expansion of spiritual consciousness. Of 
course, the house will have a chapel with candle-lighted 
altar. 

Retreatants assemble for various purposes: for critical 
self-examination and repentance, for developing strength 
and insight to face a specific crisis, for new perspective 
and divine insight regarding the work of the year—such 
as a group of church school workers—for rest after labor 
and the renewal of faith and will. 

The retreat master plans the day or week end accord¬ 
ingly. If he is wise in the ways of the Lord, he will not 
throw the soul back upon its own resources too quickly, 
but will begin with some broad, corporate act of adora¬ 
tion, such as a litany andante, or the holy communion. 
The day then alternates between the pointed addresses of 
the retreat master, the periods of silent meditation and 
the acts of corporate prayer. The retreatant thinks and 
feels his way into the dwelling place of God. 

For maximum spiritual dilation a retreat ought to end 
with a conference. The various forms of mysticism are 
selfish and incomplete unless they end in ethical regenera¬ 
tion. After the new insights and rerouting of emotion that 
result from a retreat, men are ready to confer about the 
practical steps necessary to conserve these new values. 
After the retreat proper, discussion is in order. A program 
of personal and social action is established. The subjective 
mystical experience and empathetic relation to God in¬ 
itiated by the retreat pattern is never really fulfilled until 
it results in objective action somewhere in the community. 
True mysticism results in ethical achievement. This is the 
final goal of the retreat. 
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Jesus used many other forms*of spiritual exercise which 
we can and need to adapt to the spiritual gymnasium of 
today. Matthew records Jesus’ personal use of visual 
images at the baptism and the temptation. Very revealing 
also are Jesus’ words reported by Luke when the seventy 
disciples returned from their preaching mission, “And he 
said unto them, ‘I beheld Satan as lightning fall from 
heaven.’ ” In a sense some of the parables, such as thq t 
of the sower, may be thought of as a devotional use of 
visual images, for they must have originated as pictures 
in the imagination. 

Pictorial Stimulation 

Catholic Christianity has always known the value of 
the pictorial stimulus in directing the train of religious 
associations; hence the ikons, stations, murals, medallions 
and other pictorial devices. We would do well to adapt 
this natural method used by Jesus and the church to our 
contemporary situation. 

I shall never forget the day when a fine photograph of 
the dawn helped me to experience this religious empathy. 
The first light of the morning was bringing into bold 
relief the dark figures of rock washed by the pri m al sea. 
My mind and emotions moved from that picture to the 
creative will and act of Eternal God, alive yesterday . . . 
and today . . . and forevermore.. . . Oh blessed, renewing 
experience! I sought other fine photographs and found 
through the use of visual images a new and helpful ex¬ 
ercise for my spiritual gymnasium. Here is a method, sen¬ 
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sitive to contemporary need, which will be used more and 
more. 

Jesus also used various methods of contemplation and 
free colloquy with God. In many different ways these 
methods can be adapted to the modern spiritual gym¬ 
nasium, thus providing the human spirit empathetic pro¬ 
cesses which enable it to find its dwelling place in God. 
Every local church ought to adapt to its constituency Wie- 
man’s method of worshipful problem solving. People need 
to be trained-in the use of this helpful spiritual exercise. 

Every local church ought to provide for its members 
such instruments of spiritual exercise as two recent books: 
Living Prayerfully by Kirby Page, and Bishop Cushman’s 
excellent pocket prayer book. Kirby Page provides ma¬ 
terials for a hundred days of spiritual stimuli and ex¬ 
ercise,-which through the empathetic processes of awe and 
adoration, praise and thanksgiving, contrition and con¬ 
fession, aspiration and commitment, petition and inter¬ 
cession, communion and fellowship and social action de¬ 
velop Christian personality. Bishop Cushman’s book may 
be used upon awakening and carried around through all 
the day to refresh the spirit during a bleak and empty 
moment. I have used and prescribed these books with 
most happy results. 

Throughout Protestantism each local church must now 
become a spiritual gymnasium in which men may use 
the character-personality techniques of the church, and 
thus come to live with God and to build a world “having 
the glory of God.” 


Making a New Britain

«TS BRITAIN going communist?” I am constantly 
asked. "Is it going socialist? Are not the stringent 
war controls driving Britain into the fascist camp? 
Or will there be return to Baldwinian normality after the 
war is over?” The answer to these questions is that they 
are all widely off the mark. I do not know, no one 
knows, what type of social organization will emerge in 
Great Britain at the end of the war. But this much is 
certain—it will not fit comfortably into any of the stand¬ 
ard patterns, and it will be as British as cheddar cheese. 

What this means is that no sharp social revolution is 
taking place or is likely to take place. This war is not 
bringing about an abrupt break from the past any more 
than did the last one. In fact, none of the outer trim¬ 
mings of the old order are being touched. A peer of the 
realm is still an object of respect, if not of veneration; 
the House of Lords sits and debates, although its direct 
influence has probably still further declined since Sep¬ 
tember 1939. At heart Britain remains conservative, and 
I will not be in the least surprised if the Conservative 
party is returned to power at the first election after the 
war. 

There has been no transfer of power from the hands of 
one class to another, nor do I believe that there will be. 


The Labor party exerts a considerable amount of influ¬ 
ence in the present government, but it is not prepared to 
place itself at the helm. Its leadership is not only con¬ 
servative but—a fact which is certainly no less important 
—it is not noted for administrative ability. The intellec¬ 
tual level among Labor’s leaders is rather low. The few 
really able men in the party are without much power. 
The classes which constituted the British government until 
the outbreak of the war have nothing to fear as long as 
its present leaders retain control of the Labor party ma¬ 
chine. 

Yet it is a gross error to imagine that there will be a 
return to pre-war conditions in England. The conspicu¬ 
ous absence of dramatic, attention-arresting revolutionary 
developments should not mislead the American public to 
believe that the war has had no more effect on Britain’s 
stolid social organism than it has had on the slow-mov ing 
Thames. Changes of far-reaching significance have been 
taking place. But they are coming slowly, quietly, in 
piecemeal fashion as the need arises. In other words, 
they are coming in the traditional British manner. No 
Locke or Burke has yet appeared to give logical meaning 
to the new developments or to enshrine the emergent re¬ 
sults in a stately structure of theory. At the moment the

MY OWN WORKBOOK ON PRAC¬ 
TICAL CHRISTIANITY. By Alice 
M. Brookman, (Morehous e-Gorham. 
Price, 70 cents.) 

Prepared as a "work hook" for young 
people’s classes in the church schools oi 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, this iol¬ 
eine deserves a wider circulation than that 
in a single denomination. Protestant groups 
of all kinds will find it useful. 

The material is carefully selected to slim 
ulate thought and to cause the student to 
go to die Bible for his biblical references. 
Modeled on the work books used in college 
and high school classes, this volume is writ 
ten with an understanding of the psy¬ 
chology of teaching as well as a desire to 
bring forth religious attitudes mi the pan 
of the student. 

Prankly radical in some of its statements 
about social problems, it is. nevertheless, 
sympathetic in attitude. There are no de¬ 
nunciations in the book, despite the fact 
that, by questions and quotations, the stu¬ 
dent is given a clear picture of the diffi¬ 
culties surrounding the Christian motive in 
a world of greed. Young people are alive 
to such problems and wifi profit by use id 
the book in study groups.
